The last General 
Conference also charged this board with raising an endowment fund of 
$5,000,000 for our superannuated preachers and the widows and orphans of 
deceased preachers, and this board selected Rev. A. F. Watkins, D. D., as 
agent. He was instructed to represent the board at the various annual 
conferences and elsewhere as the interests of the cause might demand. 
Dr. Watkins has raised over $200,000 in cash, notes, and subscriptions. 
The Louisiana Conference has pledged about $12,000.

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SUMMARY OF WORK. 

Statistics of Foreign Work. — The Woman’s Board is represented in six 
different countries. In these 29 stations are occupied; there are 64 mis- 
sionaries, 1 33 foreign and native assistants, 23 boarding schools, 52 day 
schools, about 5,000 women and children under instruction, 6 kindergart- 
ens, 2 hospitals, 3 Bible schools, 121 Bible women, 308 scholarships; and 
property, including Scarritt Bible and Training School in Kansas City, 
valued at $415,000. 

Statistics of the Organization in the Home Land. — There are 34 Con- 
ference Societies. Districts, 269; adult auxiliaries, 2,299; Young People’s 
and Juvenile Societies, 1,187; Members, 75,414; increase in Members, 2,490. 
Of the Young People, several thousand have been enrolled as Golden 
Links. Subscribers to Woman's Missionary Advocate, 12,912; subscribers 

to Little Worker, 8,854.

SOME STATISTICS. 

The Tenth Annual Report shows that, besides ten affiliated schools and 
two schools for the negro, we have one university (Vanderbilt), twenty- 
two colleges, and one hundred and forty-nine secondary institutions, fifty- 
nine of which are mission schools. In all, there are one hundred and 
eighty-four institutions, either owned by our Church or conducted under 
its patronage, reporting, for 1903-04, 28,139 pupils and 1,553 teachers. Of 
the pupils, five hundred and twenty-nine are looking to the ministry of our » 
Church, three hundred and fifty-two are beneficiaries of Loan Funds and 
fourteen hundred and thirty-two are receiving free tuition. These schools 
have grounds and buildings valued at $7,084,236, a science equipment worth 
$274,987, a total endowment of $3,229,003, an income of $1,114,974, and in 
their libraries 267,096 volumes. To their income Annual Conferences con- 
tributed $62,947. In gifts and legacies they received last year $136,519, and 
erected 24 new buildings at a cost of $236,500.

^ CONFERENCES. 

There are 46 Annual Conferences, of which 7 are mission conferences, 
5 of which are in foreign lands. These conferences are divided into 
295 Presiding Elders’ Districts, owning 177 District parsonages, valued at 
$ 43 L 443 - There are in these Conferences 5,208 pastoral charges, with 18,561 
organized churches, an increase of 664 the past year. 

MINISTRY. 

There are in Southern Methodism 13 Bishops, 3 of whom are su- 
perannuated. There are 6,620 traveling preachers, 5,812, an increase of 151, 
of whom are on the effective list, 15 1 are Supernumerary and 657 are 
Superannuated. At the conferences of 1903 there were 266 preachers re- 
ceived on trial, 227 admitted into full connection, 24 readmitted, 194 
changed by transfer from one conference to another. There were 30 
men discontinued, 60 located, 86 died and 19 dropped out in various ways. 

These same conferences also ordained 115 traveling deacons and 180 trav- 
eling elders, and 148 local deacons and 25 local elders. There are 4,806 
local preachers, a large percentage of whom are ordained. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

The total membership of Southern Methodism is 1,566,828, a gain of 
31,776 members. Only 9 conferences showed a loss, mostly very small, 
aggregating 2,563, of which 1,069 was in the Kentucky Conference. The 
largest gain (3.810 members) was in the Indian Mission Conference, 
which has a membership of 32,194. There were 27,788 infant baptisms 
and 59.424 adult baptisms, an increase of 3.576. 
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SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 



There are 14,218 Sunday schools, a decrease of 207, with 108,841 officers 
and teachers, an increase of 4,191. There were 979,935 scholars enrolled, 
an increase of 45,825 for the year. Total attendance, 1,088,776. There 
were 85,650 copies of the Children’s Visitor taken, 56,000 copies of the 
Magazine, 352,000 copies of the Senior Quarterly, 19,000 copies Home 
Class Quarterly, 330,000 copies of the Intermediate Quarterly, 140,000 cop- 
ies Illustrated Lesson Paper, 200,000 copies Our Little People. Total cir- 
culation, 1,287,815 copies.

CHURCH PROPERTY, 



The Church owns 15,090 churches, an increase of 218 the past year. 
They are valued at $26,604,777, an increase in value of. $1,401,474. There 
is an indebtedness of $738,309 on them. There are 177 district parsonages, 
valued at $431,443, and 4,216 other parsonages valued at $5,164,915. This 
is a total increase of 142 parsonages and valuation $458,898. 

There were 116 churches damaged in various ways to the extent of 
$6i,399-9i ; of this loss $24,722.50 was covered by insurance. 

The total insurance carried was $7,837,804, on which $50,598.51 premium 
was paid. We own 123 schools and colleges, valued at $6,911,684, and 
with endowment of $3,183,917. 



FINANCES. 



The Church for 1903 paid for Bishops, $48,159.36; Presiding Elders 
(295), $406,59497, an increase of $51,967.90; Pastors (5,812), $2,652,934.83, 
an increase of $53,912.83; Superannuates and Widows and Orphans of 
deceased preachers, $192,029.31, an increase of $14,820.44; Foreign Mis- 
sions, $306,250.70, to which should be added amounts raised by Woman’s 
Societies; Domestic Missions, $207,955.50, an increase of $19,695; Church 
Extension, $94,032.35, an increase of $14,853.33 ; American Bible Society, 
$13,362.40, an increase of $2,283.14; Education, $94,330.52. 

The total amount raised for missionary objects by the Church was 
$812,686.34, an increase of $86,377.09. This does not include the $200,000 
raised for Superannuates, $14,820.44 of which was reported last year.

Keener, H. N. McTyeire, J. Sanders, R. Randle, J. B. Walker, S. J. 
Davies, L. Parker, Philo M. Goodwyn and L. A. Reed, and their asso- 
ciates and successors, such as the Louisiana Conference may from time 
to time see proper to appoint, be and they are hereby created a body 
politic and corporate under the name and style of the “Louisiana An- 
nual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South/ and by 
which name the said corporation shall have succession, and be capable 
of suing and being sued, entering into contracts, receiving and holding 
property for educational purposes, and such charitable purposes as may, 
from time to time, be specified by the said* Conference at its annual ses- 
sion, either by donation or purchase. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, etc., .That the domicile of said cor- 
poration shall be located in the city of New Orleans, and the affairs 
thereof shall be managed by nine trustees, to be appointed by the 
Louisiana Annual Conference, one of whom shall be elected President.

Through the courtesy of President Miller, 
we were enabled to examine all the deeds and other papers in regard to 
the title to said college. We find that the title is good, but inheres solely 
in the Board of Trustees. In accordance with the instructions contained 
in the resolution appointing the Commission we made a request of the 
Board of 1 rustees to transfer the title to the Louisiana Annual Conference. 
The answer to this request was made to us in the following paper : 

“Be it resolved, That the Board of Trustees of Centenary College do 
not think that they have the right to transfer the property in fee simple, 
but expaess their willingness, and will transfer, to the Legal Conference 
of the Louisiana Annual Conference all the rights and titles we have in 
and to the buildings, grounds, etc., constituting Centenary College, condi- 
tioned upon the maintenance by the said Conference through its commit- 
tees, boards, or agents of Centenary College, as a literary institution as 
it now exists, and subject to any and all rights and conditions that may 
by law inhere in the title to said college any may be incorporated in the 
statutes of the State of Louisiana, relative to said college, or relative to 
charter of college, if not contrary to the laws of the State, or of the 
United States.”

legal recognition of an alreadv acknowledged ownership; 

Therefore, be it resolved, first, that it is the judgment of this Confer- 
ence that to all intents and purposes the property in question belongs to 
this Conference, that it has been so recognized by the Conference, as 
evidenced by annual appropriations made for its maintenance, and ad- 
mitted by the Board of Trustees of the College, in that they have accepted 
these appropriations in the absence of any specific contract for work 
performed, and have reported to this Conference, and to no other body, 
the condition, prospects and needs of the College, and prayed the support 
of this Conference, and in these reports, through their president, ac- 
knowledged the ownership and control of the College by the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. South, (see report of January, 1873)- 

Second, that the Board of Trustees hold the said property in an 
official capacity as the property of the Church, and not .as in their mdni ua 

or collective capacitv. . „ . , 

Third, that notice be, and is hereby, served upon said Board of 
Trustees to the effect that if they fail to convey title of said property o 
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the Louisiana Annual Conference at their next called or regular meeting 
the Conference will withdraw all financial aid from it, said withdrawal to 
date from the next meeting of the Board of Trustees; provided, however, 
that the Conference pay to the president of Centenary College the full 
tuition fees of every beneficiary of the Church for the term beginning 
September, 1904, and ending in June, 1905. 

Fourth, that in the event the Board refuse at its next meeting to 
transfer the title as they now hold it* to the Louisiana Annual Conference, 
the Legal Conference is authorized and instructed to institute such legal 
proceedings as will be necessary to the transfer of the title to the Con- 
ference.

Whereas, There is a constant and growing demand' upon the fund 
for the superannuates, their widows and orphans, which the present 
assessment is wholly inadequate to meet; and whereas, we cannot suf- 
ficiently increase the assessment to permanently meet this demand ; and 
whereas, many of the claimants are in pitiable and desperate need ; and 
whereas, we have about nineteen hundred dollars as the beginning of a 
Memorial Superannuates Endowment Fund, 

Therefore, be it Resolved, First, that we hereby inaugurate a move- 
ment looking to the immediate increase of this endowment fund. 

Second, That collections shall be taken to secure cash donations, or 
the signing of interest bearing notes, the donors of which may pay the 
interest on their notes for an indefinite period, said notes to mature only 
when the donors shall cease to pay the interest for a period of two years. 

Third, That the accrued interest on the invested cash and notes shall 
be applied to the claimants on this fund. 

Fourth, That it shall be the duty of the President of the Joint 
Board of Finance to supply preachers with blank notes and otherwise 
press the cause. 

Fifth, That the donations in cash and notes shall be placed in the 
hands of the Legal Conference, whose duty it shall be to judiciously 
invest the cash, and collect the interest on the notes and investments. 

Missions. — The report of the treasurer of the Board of Missions was 
received and adopted (see appendix N) ; also Woman’ Foreign Missionary 
Society (see appendix O.P.), and Woman’s Home Mission Society (see 
appendix Q.R.)

Dear Brethren : — In making our report to you for the current year, 
J 9p4> your Board are pleased to be able- to report an increase in amounts 
raised on Children’s day and believe that the statistics will show a healthy 
growth in numbers in attendance in our Sabbath Schools. Your Board 
feels that this interest of our Zion should be stressed far more that at 
present it is, and hope that each of our pastors shall make it his business to 
aid the superintendents in all ways possible.

A great opportunity is before this institution, and a crisis upon it. 
Having undertaken the enlargement of the plant, payment for which is 
to be secured by mortgage on the entire property, and having no re- 
sources saving those which the church shall provide, your board comes 
to you for help. We must have money. We cannot afford to fail. This 
college means too much to Louisiana Methodism, as well as the cause 
of higher education. For fifty years her graduates have gone out to bless 
the church and the State. Enlargement must come or her death knell 
is sounded. If Mansfield Female College was ever a necessity, the 
necessity is greater now. Therefore we ask you to adopt and put into 
effect the following : 

Resolved, first, that the Conference assume twenty-five hundred dol- 
lars of the improvements contracted for. Second, that the auditing board 
be instructed to apportion that amount to the several districts on the 
basis of the other collections. Third , that the district stewards apportion 
these sums among the various charges. And, fourth, that this collection 
be given to the presiding elders to raise and forward to A. F. Jackson, 
Mansfield, treasurer.

REPORT OF THE SHREVEPORT COMMISSION. 

H. 

We, your committee appointed at the l^t session of the Louisiana 
Annual Conference “to investigate the exact character” of a proposition 
placed before the Conference by the pastor of the First Methodist Church 
of Shreveport, relative to the establishment of a Methodist college in that 
city, beg leave to submit the following proposition from Shreveport : 

“At a meeting of the Board of Directors of the Shreveport Progressive 
League, held Friday afternoon, December 2, the following resolution was 
offered by Mr. S. C. Fullilove and unanimously adopted: 

“Whereas, there has been subscribed to a voluntary tax of two mills 
for ten years for the purpose of inducing the removal of Centenary College 
to Shreveport, an assessment aggregating $2,100,234, from which can be 
realized $42,004.68; also that subscriptions for this purpose by members 
of the Methodist church aggregate $5,250, making an immediately available 
bonus of $47,254.68; also that certain interests in Shreveport have refused 
to sign the said tax, but agree that same will be paid if assessed, 
therefore, ' 

“Be it resolved, that the above enumerated sources of raising this 
bonus be offered the Louisiana Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, as an inducement to remove Centenary College to Shreve- 
port, provided that all payments shall cease should a total sum of $ 75 ,' 000 
be paid the college. 

“Resolved, second, that the above offer be made subject to the fol- 
lowing conditions and agreements, which must be assented to by the 
Louisiana Conference. 
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“(i). Guarantee to raise $100,000 in cash or endowment, (which must 
be secured in such a way as to be equivalent to cash), which said sum 
must be controlled and used by the college. 

“(2). The college must be located at a point not to exceed three 
miles from the Court House of Caddo parish. 

“(3)- The site must be secured and the principal college building 
in course of erection before the expiration of the year 1905. 

“Resolved, third, that the passing of a resolution by said Conference 
accepting the conditions herein expressed and agreeing thereto, will be a 
completion of a contract for the purpose and stipulations herein set forth.

REPORT OF BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

I. 

As The educational work of our own Conference is nearly related to 
the general educational movements of our Church, we note with great 
pleasure advancement on all lines and in every section, as indicated by 
the annual report of the Connectional Board of Education. We are 
especially gratified at the almost universal raising of the grade of scholar- 
ship in the schools of our Church, and at the increase of interest and 
facilities for the education of ministers. 

Vanderbilt is constantly growing in favor. Both the ability of its 
faculty and the type of its graduates command admiration and confidence. 
The Correspondence School, under the joint management of Vanderbilt 
and the Board of Education, is meeting a long recognized need, furnishing 
the undergraduates of the various conferences with opportunity and 
incentive for far better work than that hitherto done, and encouraging 
and directing graduates to further and systematic study. 

The report from Paine Institute shows that a great work, of the 
right sort, is being done by that excellent school. Its graduates every- 
where are held in high regard for good character and scholarship, helping 
to elevate the moral and industrial plane of their race wherever they go. 
We commend this school to our people for their encouragement and 
support. 

The burning of Lane College has inflicted a great loss on our brethren 
of the Colored Methodist Episcopal Church. Dr. Hammond, our secretary 
of Education, is now engaged in an effort to raise funds to aid in re- 
building this school. We approve his effort and urge liberal responses 
to his appeal. 

The Greensburg Fitting School, after having served a good purpose 
for several years, ceases to be needed in the section in which it is lo- 
cated, and the Trustees request the return of the property to the com- 
munity, as will hereinafter appear. 

Our School for Young Women has closed a year of unprecedented 
prosperity in every particular, the enrollment of students being the largest 
in its history. The course of study has been extended and the entrance 
requirements raised, and plans have been adopted for large improvements, 
providing for the accommodation of fifty additional students. This is 
not a school of simply local importance. It is our Conference property, 
and this need of enlargement should appeal to all our membership and

elicit liberal and general response. The work has begun already, and will 
certainly be pushed to early completion. 

* For the first time in forty years Centenary College has met her 
financial obligations in full. This has been due to several causes. The 
collections for educational purposes from the churches have largely in- 
creased ; special efforts by the president to secure scholarships have 
resulted in the securement of forty-one, netting somewhat more than 
$2,000;' the number of professors has been reduced from seven to five. 
The enrollment (187 students for the year, 67 at this date), has been 
reduced in part by agitation concerning the status of the college and the 
possibility of its removal, and in part by the effort of the president to 
rid the college of undesirable students. The present student body is of 
high standard, the tone of the institution being notably better. The work 
being done is of high order, the faculty faithful and competent. The 
present agitation, while it is producing temporary depression, will finally 
result in increased facilities for the Christian education of our young 
men. 

1. Resolved, that the assessments for education on the districts be 
$3>67 5- (See table.) 

2. That the property of the Greensburg Fitting School be transferred 
to the donors thereof, the Board of Trustees of Johnston Collegiate 
Institute. 

3 That the undergraduates of the Conference are recommended to 
take the work of the Correspondence School in their course of study. 

4. That the Bishop be requested to make the following appointments : 
C. C. Miller, piesident of Centenary College; Thomas Carter and H. B. 
Carre, professors in Vanderbilt University; J. W. Reed and A. A. Bernard, 
students in Vanderbilt University; M. H. Honeycutt and H. E. Carter, 
students in Centenary College of Louisiana. 

5. In view of the great benefit to be derived from attendance on

The discipline^ affords the ecclesiastical system, the Scriptures the 
doctrine, the Holy Spirit the dynamics requisite to meet all the require- 
ments of the missionary idea. 

The neglect of foreign missions involves an inattention to the needs 
of the home field. We spent $30.00 on home expenses and only $1.00 for 
foreign claims. 

The negro populace is near the 700,000 mark. We must do our full 
duty by them, or we can not escape the consequences of overlooking 
the omnipresent negro. 

There are 100,000 children in this state under no Sunday . school or 
catechetical school of any sect. If we had a revival of consequence on 
true pastoral instruction of children and home training for Christ it 
would pay larger dividends than that designated by the protracted meet- 
ing. 

We are doing something for the convict through our children, but 
a Methodist sermon is rarely heard in a jail, and few visits paid the 
prisoner in his cell. 

We must exploit the opportunities opening to us in rapid creation of 
new towns and cities, and strengthening the circuits as feeders to our 
city churches. 

It has been a year of remarkable expansion and growth, for which 
we thank God, and “Go forward.”

SABBATH OBSERVANCE.

At a time when all civilized nations are awakening to the importance 
of a day of rest to relieve the tension of mind and strain of body in this 
age of intensive application as a work of humanity, and to promote the 
longevity of life of the laborer, and when State and national legislatures 
are, as measures of sound national policy, passing laws to enforce Sabbath 
observance, it becomes us, a representative body of Christian ministers 
and laymen, to place ourselves on record as in full sympathy with all 
practical movements to secure to our people, and especially to the laborer, 
all necessary protection from enforced Sabbath labor and at the same 
time by precept and example promote among our people a healthy senti- 
ment on the subject; therefore, 

Be it Resolved, First, that we urge our people to avoid all unnecessary 
work or traveling to and from places for business purposes on the 
Sabbath day. 

Second, that especially in our example before the public as ministers 
of the gospel, we pledge ourselves to avoid as far as possible the using 
of the Sunday trains to get to or from places of preaching on the 
Sabbath. 

Third, that for the purpose of maintaining the integrity of the Ameri- 
can Sabbath we will at least once a year preach a sermon on Sabbath 
Observance. 

Fourth, that we endorse the work of the Sabbath Rest League of 
America, and whenever possible will open our pulpits to Rev. Edward 
Thompson, its general secretary; and we further recommend that Revs. 
R. H. Wynn, J. Ivy Hoffpauir and Mr. G. G. Gill, be constituted a com- 
mittee to keep us in touch with the work in both national and local 
affairs of the same.

Dear Brother: Your committee on Temperance submit the following 

report : 

Among the various problems that confront us for solution, none

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seems so grave as the liquor problem. The vice of intemperance is 
prevalent and has had a steady and irresistible growth. Many causes 
have contributed to its aggravation. The cupidity of men, the excitement 
of social life, and the thirst of wasted energies for stimulants have given 
it vigorous existence. The various temperance reforms have been in- 
sufficient barriers to its advancement. The fire is seemingly smothered in 
one place, when it breaks out in another, and with fiercer flames than 
ever. There is deliverance alone in a steady and vigorous advancement to 
that goal that means its complete extirpation. 

There never was more resoluteness of purpose moving the masses 
to temperance reform. In several parishes have great victories been 
won during the past year, showing us clearly whenever every good man 
puts forth his full strength, losing sight of minor differences and intent 
only on the triumph of the temperance cause, with shoulder to shoulder, 
and shield locked with shield, we will march to certain victory. 

Our church has always occupied high ground against this monster 
evil. The liquor traffic is a business, the work of which is all bad. It 
stands condemned before enlightened public opinion. 

As pastors, we see the evil workings of saloons as none others. 
Many happy homes in ruins — swept by storms of wrath into desolations. 
Sorrowing parents following with weary steps the downward course of 
dissipated sons. The light of life gone out, and the vast void night around 
them. Their tender hearts turned to stone, or breaking with bitter 
anguish. Their gray heads bowed in grief over the dust that once was 
love. Wretched wives mourning fallen husbands. They brought a 
wealth of affection to those they loved and life was very beautiful, but 
the blight of intemperance is on their ruined homes and the hearthstone 
is desolate. The hopes and joys of the bridal altar are in ashes. The 
light of a happy betrothal shines like a star in a troubled sky. A cloud is 
on all the glory of their lives. For them there is no hope. Hapless 
children beggared, or crushed to the earth with a burden of shame. 
Bright eyes wet with tears, and soft hearts aching with nameless sorrows. 
Born to bitterness and doomed to misfortune. Life blasted at its birth. 
As pastors, these are the facts that stare us in the face. Is there any 
wonder then that our hearts are moved to its very depths at so much 
suffering? 

That these cruel wrongs should have been borne with patience so 
long is incredible. The continuance of this curse in our midst is stranger 
than fiction. It is a marvel that strong arms with sturdy blows have 
not long ago beat this brazen image down. But its days are numbered. 
The handwriting is upon the wall. It must go. Patriotism, philanthropy, 
humanity, heaven and earth bid it depart. 

The times are propitious. They were nevier so favorable. The cause 
of temperance has been steadily advancing. But the end cannot be 
gained without a struggle. Those who are counting on an easy victory 
are mistaken. The opposition is formidable, lhe enemy in one way or 
another will contest every inch of ground. Here is where men are 
needed with the courage of their convictions. It will require every 
friend of the cause, and the full strength of all good men to gain a 
triumph. 

Resolved, That we do all in our power by agitation and law en- 
forcement to bring about a State-wide movement of all the temperance 
advocates and organizations in the fight against the liquor traffic. 

We further commend the work of the Anti-Saloon League, and 
recommend that a committee of three, composed of W. W. Drake, W. W. 
Holmes and J. E. Denson, be appointed to co-operate with like com- 
mittees of other denominations in an aggressive move for this State- 
wide movement.

Your Epworth League Board submit the following report: 

It is very gratifying to learn from the report of the general secretary 
of the increased prosperity of the Epworth League throughout the 
connection, as manifest in the increase of League chapters and member- 
ship, and in the splendid financial showing of the Epworth Era. 

We call your careful attention to the excellent “Culture Courses” 
which are now provided for our young people, and which have become 
a most valuable system, that, in its rich variety, is adapted, at least in some 
features, to the needs and conditions of League work anywhere. 

We urge the preachers in charge of Leagues to impress upon them 
the importance of the ten-cent assessment, which the General Conference 
instructed the Board to collect, for the purpose of defraying the heavy 
expenses of the central office. 

A plan is now being effected for the correlation of the Seashore 
Assembly to the Central Board, and for its control by commissioners from 
the five contiguous conferences. We most earnestly recommend this 
Assembly as a training school for Epworth League leaders, and recom- 
mend that every League in the Louisiana Conference send at least one 
delegate. Full information as to the program and expense will be pub- 
lished at an early date. 

We also endorse the State League Conference which will meet in 
Crowley some time in the spring, and hope for its great success.

B. F. WHITE 



Rev. Benjamin Franklin White was born 
in Franklin, Williamson county, Tennessee, 
September 3, 1827, and passed to his reward 
in Alexandria, Louisiana, January 6, 1904. 

He was converted at the tender age of 
seven years, and thus spent three score and 
ten years in tbje service of his Lord. He 
served in the 1st regiment of Tennessee 
Volunteers in the war with Mexico, was 
captain of a battery of heavy artillery in 
the Civil war, and filled the first gun in de- 
fense of Vicksburg. He was licensed to 
preach in 1852, received on trial in the 
Tennessee Conference, where he labored 
’till 1856, when he was transferred to the 
Louisiana Conference, where the remainder 
of his long, use life was spent. He was or- 
dained deacon and elder by Bishop Soule. 
He filled appointments in nearly all sections 
ider, city pastor or presiding elder, he was 
1 successful worker, and led many souls to 
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favorite Scripture lesson was the 23rd Psalm, a quotation from which we 
are going to have inscribed on a marble slab that marks his grave.” And 
she adds : “The very sheet anchor of his soul was, ‘Trust in the Lord, and 
do good, so shalt thou dwell in the land, and verily thou shalt be fed.’ ” 
Psalm 37-3. 

He was one of four brothers, who were itinerant preachers. One, 
Joseph, died in the Arkansas Conference. One, Thomas B., died at 
Ruston, Louisiana, and the other, Henry O., is an honored and useful 
member of this Conference. He was a most courteous, tender and de- 
voted husband, a careful, watchful and loving father, training and ruling 
his children well, and they “rise up and call him blessed.” 

We cannot better close this tribute to his memory than in the words 
of the sacred writer, who said of Barnabas, “He was a good man, full of 
the Holy Ghost, and of faith, and much people was added to the Lord,” 
and of the voice which the seer of Patruos heard, saying “Blessed are the 
dead who die in the Lord, for they rest from their labors and their works 
do follow them.”

EDITORIAL. 

The Conference session was most harmonious, the entertainment 
was superb, the weather all that could be desired, and the business 
dispatched in good time, but without utidue haste. On several occasions 
the Bishop called attention to the comforts the Conference enjoyed and 
remarked on the importance of the business being transacted, and his 
willingness to stay an indefinite length of time. 

For the first time in the history of the Conference a Preachers’ In- 
stitute was held during its session. Its meetings were held in the 
Presbyterian church and were well attended. The lecturers were, with 
the exception of Dr. J. J. Tigert, members of the Conference, and all 
the addresses were of a very high order of merit. 

One of the marked features of the session was the educational 
debates sprung by the attempt by the Conference to perfect its title to 
Centenary College, and the desire of the citizens of Shreveport to have 
the College located there. 

The reports of the Conference in the two daily papers of Lake

B. F. WHITE. 

X. 

Rev. Benjamin Franklin White was born 
in Franklin, Williamson county, Tennessee, 
September 3, 1827, and passed to his reward 
in Alexandria, Louisiana, January 6, 1904. 

He was converted at the tender age of 
seven years, and thus spent three score and 
ten years in tbse service of his Lord. lie 
served in the 1st regiment of Tennessee 
Volunteers in the war with Mexico, was 
captain of a battery of heavy artillery in 
the Civil war, and filled the first gun in de- 
fense of Vicksburg. He was licensed to 
preach in 1852, received on trial in the 
Tennessee Conference, where he labored 
’till 1856, when he was transferred to the 
Louisiana Conference, where the Remainder 
of his long, use life was spent. He was or- 
dained deacon and elder by Bishop Soule, 
lie filled appointments in nearly all sections 
of the State, and, as circuit rider, city pastor or presiding elder, he was 
always an earnest, tireless and successful worker, and led many souls to 
God.' Late in life he said he thought “about 8.000 had been converted 
under his ministry. Bishop Morrison was converted undei his pleach- 
ing, at a camp-meeting in Montgomery county. Tennessee, in 1856, and 
his widow writes: “It is a coincidence that the boy convert, now a 

bishop, should preside at the Conference where the memoir of his spiiitual 

father will be read.” _ . . . 

He had an indomitable will and untiring energy. I his, with Ins 
deep piety and strong intellect, and forceful, earnest presentation of 
truth, combined with his fearless condemnation of evil, made him a 

champion of the right and a terror to evil doers ; a friend of the light, 

to be trusted : a foe of the wrong, to be dreaded. 

He had firm executive ability that fitted him for leadership in chinch 
enterprises, and under his direction quite a number of par sonages and 
churches were erected, the last being the church at Alexanchia, fiom the 
altar of which he was laid to rest. He was thrice married, his first wife 

being a sister of our brother, John F. Wynn, who left him two children, 

one of whom. Miss Julia, became the wife of Prof. Holloman, of Missis- 
sippi, and preceded her father to the glory land. 1 he other is Hon. H. H. 
White, of Alexandria, llis second wife was Miss Allen, of franklin, 
Louisiana, whose children are Miss Sallie and Prof. V illie \\ liite, of 
Anniston, Alabama. His last marriage was to Mrs. Emma Glenn, of 
Floyd, Louisiana, with whom he lived happily for more than twenty 
years, and who survives him. cherishing most tenderly his memory. 

Owing to failing health he had been superanuate for the last three 
years of his life. He had borne the heat and burden of the day, and now, 
as day by day his strength waned, and the “sun sank low in the V extern 
sky,” he realized that the time of his departure was at hand; yet calmly, 
peacefully he awaited the end. His bereaved companion writes: “He 

loved his Bible, his brethren, his church, his God and His service. His 
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favorite Scripture lesson was the 23rd Psalm, a quotation from which we 
are going to have inscribed on a marble slab that marks his grave.” And 
she adds : “The very sheet anchor of his soul was, Trust in the Lord, and 
do good, so shalt thou dwell in the land, and verily thou shalt be fed.’ ” 
Psalm 37-3. 

He was one of four brothers, who were itinerant preachers. One, 
Joseph, died in the Arkansas Conference. One, Thomas P>., died at 
Ruston, Louisiana, and the other, Henry 0 ., is an honored and useful 
member of this Conference. He was a most courteous, tender and de- 
voted husband, a careful, watchful and loving father, training and ruling 
his children well, and they “rise up and call him blessed.’’ 

We cannot better close this tribute to his memory than in the words 
of the sacred writer, who said of Barnabas. “He was a good man, full of 
the Holy Ghost, and of faith, and much people was added to the Lord,’’ 
and of the voice which the seer of Patruos heard, saying “Blessed are the 
dead who die in the Lord, for they rest from their labors and their works 
do follow them.” y.
